Little Businessman, As Well 
As Workers, is Threatened 
If Bill Succeeds 


The passage of the Smith anti- 
strike bill, H. R. 6066, by the house 
of representatives Wednesday is a 
deadly threat to free labor in 
America. It deprives the American 
worker of the very democratic 
rights cherished by all freedom lov- 


ing people and for which we are 
supposed to be fighting murderous 
nazism. Commenting on the bill, 
Edward Vandeleur said: 


“It is the first step in the nazi- 
fication of the American workers 
by striking from the constitution 
the fundamental precept of our 
government in granting the work- 
ers of this country the right to 
quit work, and institutes in its 
place governmental bureaucratic 
control. By making strikes unlaw- 
ful the Tories in the house are 
copying from Hitler’s manual-of- 
arms.

“AFL L AGAINST ANTI-STRIKE 
LEGISLATINON, GREEN AND 
WOLL TELL ROOSEVELT 


Federation’s Record In Defense Program 
Praised By AFL Chief Before House 
Labor Committee 


| 


President William Green personally informed President Roosevelt that 
the American Federation of Labor stands “resolutely and uncompro- 
misingly opposed to any anti-strike legislation.” 


Mr. Green, accompanied by Matthew Woll, went to the white house| 
to tell the president that the five million loyal members of the American | 
Federation of Labor will resent being “penalized by anti-labor legislation | 
because of the acts of some irresponsible labor leaders.” 


“We maintain that the federation has cooperated fully with the 
government in the defense program,” Mr. Green declared when 
interviewed after the white house conference. 


“We have adopted a no-strike policy and we have lived up to that 
policy. That is something no other labor organization has done. We 
will submit to congress the record we have made and let them compare | 
the loss of man-hours because of local and sporadic illegal strikes with | 
the record made in England which is at war. 

“And I want to emphasize this further point: We have never called 
out 53,000 men in a key industry nor have we been responsible for a 
single national strike,” Mr. Green added, plainly referring to the recent | 
captive coal mine strike called by John L. Lewis. 

In another direct reference to Lewis, whose arrogant and incorigible | 
attitude precipitated the current threat of anti-labor legislation, Mr. 


Green said: 

“The president of the United States has never appealed to the Amer- | 
ican Federation of Labor or any of its leaders in vain. We have never 
refused a single request from him for aid in the national defense 
program.” 


Mr. Green and Mr. Woll also took up with the president recommen- | 
dations of the national defense committee of the AFL for fuller partici- | 
pation of labor in the defense program to make it more effective. They | 
explained the plan called for joint participation of labor and industry | 
with government in policy-making and administration, “particularly | 
because of increasing unemployment in consumer goods industries due | 
to priorities.” 

Both AFL representatives reported that “the president seemed to | 
respond very favorably to the suggestions made.” 

Following the white house conference, Mr. Green went before the 
house labor committee and presented a powerful case against the ands. | 
strike legislation which that committee is considering. Excerpts from | 
Mr. Green’s statement before the committee follow: 

“On behalf of the American Federation of Labor I wish to submit 
proposals basic in assuring maximum production with the minimum 
of interruptions: 

“Our factories, mines and production facilities must supply the major | 
amount of tools and supplies needed by those defending our ideals on | 
the battle front. The key to success is to create in all doing the job the 
will to see it through. To build this morale we must mobilize the wills | 
of those responsible for management and those responsible for produc- | 
tion. Give them a personal stake in the outcome. This can be done by | 
asking the voluntary organizations of employers and workers to take 
responsibility for the duration of the job and to select their represent- | 
atives to work with government representatives selected by the president 
te agree upon policies and to mobilize their organizations throughout 
the country in support of plans agreed to by their spokesmen. The) 
democratic principle of representation is basic for morale, for the! 
maximum of intelligent cooperation, for responsibility for sustained | 
effort and for efficiency in terms of output. 

“Free citizens living in a demociney whether workers or employers | 
have a responsibility for securing representation in policy making and | 
for putting such policies in effect. This is the fundamental difference | 
between institutions we defend and the institution of a dictatorship for 
the destruction of which we are ready to risk our all. 

“Mediation and conciliation have been uniformly successful whereas | 
compulsory arbitration has uniformly failed. | 

“On the pages of labor history of the United States are spread the | 
failure of the Colorado compulsory investigation act and the Kansas 
court of industrial relations. 

“Organizations given representation have proportionate responsibility 
for the whole program. Representation provides voice in determining 
the principles upon which cooperation shall be given, and gives to the} 
members of the organization a part in the whole undertaking. Manage- | 
ment and workers are responsible for war production, and are best} 
fitted by experience to decide controlling polities and procedures. 

“In addition to placing co-responsibility on organizations of employers 


and workers for production, similar responsibility should be placed upon’ 
them for prompt and effective adjustment of labor disputes that may , 
arise. The American Federation of labor recommends the creation of a} 
national war labor board along the lines of the board of the world war. 


Representatives of the American Federation of Labor and the national | 
industrial conference board with a public member selected by each | 
organization formulated the principles and policies that governed | 
relations between employers and employes in war industries during the 
war, and after their organizations had accepted this program they |* 
designated their representatives to serve on the board which was to) 
deal with labor disputes in accord with these principles. 

“Such a national board should provide for hearings locally in as many 
disputes as possible to expedite adjustments so that all disputes would | 
not have to be brought to Washington. 

“The record of the national war labor board was one of extraordinary | 
success. In only three outstanding instances were their findings chal-|_ 
lenged and in those war powers were ample to uphold ee 
authority of the board 

“Time lost to the defense program by strikes of members of the | 
American Federation of Labor is infinitesimal compared to losses due 
to other causes. 

“For the entire defense program, from June 1940 through October 31, 
1941, time lost to defense by American Federation of Labor strikes | 
amounted to less than 1.4 hours per man-year of work. Time lost by| 
accident per man-year of work was 26 hours, and by sickness 40 hours. 
That is, time lost by accident was 20 times as great as that lost by our | 
strikes, and time lost by sickness 30 times as great. 

“In all, time lost to defense by strikes of our members amounted 
to less than 20 seconds per 8-hour day of work since the start of the 
defense program, that is, only 7 one-hundredths of one per cent of 
all time worked on defense. We calculate these figures from the 
strike figure of OPM, which show only 663 thousand man-days lost 
.to defense by American Federation of Labor strikes compared to | 
948 million man-days worked since the start of the program. 

“Even if we take the record of all strikes in all industries in the 
United States for the first 9 months of 1941, we find that the loss by | 
strike amounted to only 2 minutes per 8-hour day of work, or 7 hours} 
per man-year of work. For while wage and small salaried workers | 
accomplished 514 billion man-days of work in private non-farm industry, 
only 19 million man-days were lost by strikes. That is, all strikes in| 
all industries caused a time loss of less than 4 tenths of one per cent of 
the total time worked. 

“Some people have a very false idea that jurisdictional disputes cause 
great loss of time in industry. Actually this is far from true. Labor 
department figures show that of all the workers involved in strikes 
settled in the first half of 1941, only 2.3 per cent were in jurisdictional 
strikes or disputes due to rival unions. If we try to calculate the time 
lost’ by jurisdictional strikes, we find it microscopic—less than one- 
naundredth of one per cent of time worked! 

“Now take our experience in America and compare it with England. 
England is at war. Yet strikes still occur in England. We know that 
nowhere in the world is there such an example of what free workers 
can produce under the most gruelling conditions of bombardment and 
destruction. I do not need to enlarge upon the courage, the sheer grit, 
the unquenchable productive effort of the workers of England. The 
world has marveled. It is the spirit of free men who give their all 
because they have real freedom.”

COAST WELDER 


S DENOUNCED 


AS THREAT TO DEFENSE DRIVE 


Charges made by nine A, F, of 
L. unions that anti-labor employes 
were attempting to disrupt unions 
and imperil defense production by 
promoting a welders’ “secession” 
movement were confirmed by the 
actions of certain self-styled 
“spokesmen” for the welders. 

These individuals, claiming to 
“lead” the welders, rejected a plan 
offered by the A. F. of L. affiliates 
for settlement of the welders’ dis- 
pute, even though Sidney Hillman, 
associate OPM director, had 
praised the plan as generous and 
fair. 

Instead, the “spokesman”  in- 
sisted upon separate recognition of 
}a welders’ “union” they had hur- 
riedly patched up and threatened 
new strikes to break up existing 
peaceful labor-management rela- 
tions in shipyards and other de- 
fense projects, 

Carry One Card 

Some weeks ago the welders’ 
leaders called strikes in several 
west coast shipyards, in violation | 
of existing “no-strike”’ agreements 
between A. F. of L. unions and 
the employers, inducing some of 
the workers to walk out. 

Despite these violations, presi- 
dents of the nine unions, at a con- 
ference in Washington, agreed, in 
the interests of defense, to permit 
all strikers to return to their 
former jobs without discrimina- | 
tion. 

They also made it clear that it 


will not be necessary for any work- 
man engaged in welding to carry 
more than one union card, even 
though his work may take him 
from the jurisdiction of one union 
to another. 

Furthermore, the union chiefs 
pointed out that the welders will 
have full opportunity, as hereto- 
fore, to have their grievances 
heard and adjusted through the 
regular machinery of the unions, 
Must Observe Contract 

These assurances were lauded by 
Hillman as a “very fine step.” He 
declared that the welders’ alleged 
complaints have now been reme- 
died and that “it is only fair to 
expect that the welders will remain 
at work and contribute to the 
success of the defense effort.” 

Hillman also emphasized that 
he had conferred with the navy 
the maritime commission and other 
agencies concerned with the prob- 
lem, and that these agencies “ex- 
pect full observance of existing 
contracts openly and voluntarily 
arrived at between labor organiza- 
tions and employers.” 

Chiefs of the A. F. of L, unions 
promised Hillman that, while they 
were ready to treat fairly all 
welders in their membership who 
had been misled into striking, they 
would carry out their contracts to 
the letter, as an obligation to na- 
tional defense. Any welders whu 
choose to walk out again would be 
replaced, they warned.

Defense Job Boom 
Now Tapering Off 


September Margin of Gains 
Over Losses Declared 
Smallest of the Year 


The boom in defense jobs is 
tapering off rapidly, the depart- 
ment of labor revealed this week. 

A department tabulation cover- 
ing September showed that more 
workers quit or were dropped from 
their jobs than during any other 
month this year. 

At the same time, the rate at 
which new workers were hired and 
old ones rehired fell to the lowest 
point in seven months. It was 
still somewhat higher than the job 
losses, but the margin was the 
slimmest of any month this year, 
and may soon be wiped out. 

This was declared to be due 
largely to the big increase in un- 
employment in non-defense indus- 
tries, resulting from priorities and 
shortages of materials.

The closing months of 1941 will 
long be remembered by organized 
labor for the hysteria of the press 
over the actions of organized labor 
in striking for 
their rights 
and for the 
mournful cry 
that has been 
sounding from 
one end of the 
country to the 
other, until 
those of us who have been holding 
fast to the principles of our or- 
ganizations are in such a dither we 
don’t know whether we are ex- 
pected to cry or burst out laughing 
at the mournful tune that is being 
played for our special benefit. 

The fact that we are American 
citizens and constitute a very con- 
siderable portion of the popula- 
tion of these United States and 
that we are home owners, tax- 
payers and have families and de- 
pendents seems to have somehow 
escaped the notice of the sob sis- 
ters and the slob brothers and 
judged by their standards lack that 
patriotism to eat the husks while 
they eat the corn. 


That they are justified in a mea- 
sure for the attitude they take in 
smearing us is directly traceable 
to the lack of interest that Mr. or 
Mrs. average trades unionist takes 
in their own welfare and the in- 
difference that is shown to those 
whose truest interests should be 
our first concern. 


Must Support Label 

With the American Federation 
of Labor leading with its label 
which covers the manufacture of 
such products as are manufactured 
by federal unions to the seventy- 
odd labels of the international 
unions, there is nothing that we 
use or require in our daily life that 
cannot be had with at least one 
label and when we come to realize 
that in using our spending power 
in the purchasing power for the 
products bearing our labels we are 
assisting that manufacturer to 
keep our union men and women 
employed under conditions that we 
have pledged through our organi- 
zations to create. 

The congress of the United 
States has threatened to pass mea- 
sures to restrict our inalienable 
right to strike, but no where have 
we seen any organized how] going 
up from the press against the tac- 
tics of some of our giant industries 
such as for instance the Aluminum 
company of America who even 
though building and _ operating 
plants paid for by the taxpayers of 
the nation and supposedly owned 
by them tell how much aluminum 
that said plants can produce. 

Our Responsibility 

While we may have to suffer 
some abridgement of our constitu- 
tional rights there is one that we 
can rest assured that will not be 
abridged during this present gen- 
eration and that is our spending 
power and as long as that remains 
as a right, the power of organized 
labor will rest on a secure founda- 
tion if and here is the crux of the 
answer to the entire question, will 
organized labor use that power or 
will they permit not alone them- 
selves to suffer but to bring dis-

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“TNEWSPAPER SURVEY PROVES FAILURE 


OF COOLING-OFF LAW IN THREE STATES 


Clamor for legislation to curb 
strikes in defense industries con- 
tinues in congress. The proposals 
that have received the widest men- 
tion are those providing for so- 
called cooling-off periods. Under 
them, unions which voted to walk 
out, ‘would have to wait 30 days 
before doing so. 

To get an idea of how such laws 
work out in practice, the news,- 
paper, PM, wired its correspon- 
dents in three states that already 
have them. Here are their replies: 
Minnesota ? 

There have been more strikes in 
Minnesota since the passage of 
anti-strike legislation than before. 

This is not to say that Minne- 
sota’s labor relations act has cre- 
ated labor unrest. Other factors 
have entered into the labor situa- 
tion here, including the rising cost 
of living. 

The fact remains, however, that 
in 1938 only 14,744 man-days were 
lost through strikes; in 1939, the 
year in which the act was passed, 
the number 
1940, it was 99,228; and during the 
first six months of this year it was 
54,450. 

Another fact is that no one here 
likes the act except Governor Har- 
old Stassen and U. S. Senator 
Joseph Ball. 


Labor, of course, opposed it and 
employers now want it amended. 

Nor does the act 
farmers who sponsored it.

MAKE EATING COSTLY 


Wall Street Spokesman 
Emphasizes Problem of 
Making Both Ends Meet 


The problem of making both 
ends meet facing American house- 
wives was emphasized this week 
by a “Wall Street Journal” report 
showing outstanding retail price 
gains over last year, as follows:

Wisconsin’s 10-day  cooling-off 
law applies only to strikes affect- 
ing harvesting and processing of 
perishable foodstuffs. There haven't 
been any walkouts of agricultural 
workers here since it was passed 
in 1989. On the other hand, there 
haven’t been any unions of agri- 


bounded to 59,795; in|cultural workers here, either. 


Efforts have been made to extend 
the law to all industries, but thus 
far the AFL and CIO have resisted 
them successfully.

Railway Dispute 
Settled; Wage 
Increase Granted 


Vacations Granted Along 
With Pay Hike 


Representatives of railway labor 
and management settled their wage 
and vacations dispute Monday on 
terms reported to add $300,000,000 
a year to.the carriers’ pay rolls. 

The settlement was worked out 
by President Roosevelt’s fact-find- 
ing committee after two days and 
nights of almost continuous nego- 
tiations. The strike set for next 
Monday will be called off. 


The board's recommendations call 
for payments of 7% per cent in- 
creases for the operating men until 
December 1, 1941, and 9% per cent 
increase thereafter. Non-operating 
men will receive 9 cents an hour 
increase from September 1 to De- 
cember 1. 

On the question of vacations for 
the non-operating men, one of the 
chief stumbling blocks during the 
negotiations, which began in Chi- 
cago several months ago, the board 
was said to have made concessions 
to some of the unions. 

Its first report recommended six- 
day annual vacations with pay for 
all of the non-operating members. 

Tuesday’s recommendations were 
said to provide vacations of six, 
nine and twelve days a year for
